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and sharp as it was when we 
received it. Case in point? 
Suddenly after hundreds of 
years of development the 
English language is in sexual 
trouble! It’s a shame. Dr. 
Arnold says “we support the 
women’s” rights movements 
but question its right to 
bastardize our language. And 
the worse abomination of all is 
“Chairperson.” “Anyone with 
even a rudimentary education 
knows that there is no sexual 
implication in “chairman.” 
“The definitive authority is 
Roberts’ Rules of Order Re- 
vised. It testifies to the sexual 
neutrality of the word by 
insisting that such distinctions 
be provided by addressing the 
presiding officer as “Mr.

general sense, which asserts 
anonymity, the word is dis- 
agreeably hoity-toity: ‘There 
is a person at the door?” He 
concludes on the score of 
history, etymology, and 
Sprachgefuhl, that “Madam 
Chairman” is a correct and’ 
decent appellation. It is con- 
sistent with common sense 
and perfect equity; the man in 
it denotes either sex, and 
therefore the key word MEANS 
precisely chairperson. For MY 
part, he says, | shall continue 
to use it unless stopped by the 
chair HERSELF, when I shall 
duly defer to authority with 
the compromise “Madam La 
Chaise”—this at the risk of 
being in my turn called Pere 
La Chaise and buried with full 
semantic honors!!!” That for 
the importance of sex?
